Japan rocked by strong quake 


TOKYO (U P I) — A strong earthquake 


w as reported Sunday m orning in 
the 


northern Japanese islands of Hokkaido 


and Honshu, w hich w ere hit by a quake 


a w eek ago. 


There w ere no im m ediate reports on 


whether the earthquake caused any in­ 


juries or dam age. 


The Seism ological Center said the tre­ 
m or hit at 11:45 a.m . and registered five 
on the Japanese scale of seven at Kush- 


iro, a port city. 


All national railway service in south­ 
ern and eastern Hokkaido was reported 


halted. 


T rem ors 
registering 
an 
intensity of 
four on the Japanese scale were felt in 


the city of Nem uro, 70 m iles from Kush- 
iro. The quake registered two in Tokyo, 
250 m iles southw est of Kushiro, and in 
Sapporo, site of the 1972 Winter O lym pics 
and som e 180 m iles w est of Kushiro. 
The Seism ological center located the 
epicenter som e 30 m iles southwest of the 
Nem uro 
Peninsula under 
the 
Pacific, 
near w h ere 
last 
w eek’s 
tremor orig­ 
inated. 


In Berkeley, Calif., the seism ographic 
station reported a prelim inary reading of 
7 % on the Richter scale. A spokesm an 
for the station said the June 17 quake in 
the sam e vicinity had a m agnitude of 
7.9. 


The National Earthquake Information 
Center at Boulder, Colo., said the quake 
registered 7.5 on the Richter scale. 
The Honolulu O bservatovy registered 


the quake at 7.4 on the R ichter scale. 
However, 
no 
Pacific-w ide 
tidal 
w ave 
warning w as issued. 
The Palm er (A laska) O bservatory said 
the quake registered a prelim inary m ag­ 
nitude of 7.3 on its instrum ents. 
A tidal w ave warning issued by the 
M eteorological Agency w as broadcast by 
the 
Japan 
Broadcasting 
Corporation 
(NHK). 


The warning said the tidal w ave would 
be a minor one but asked residents liv­ 
ing on the Pacific coast in the affected 
region to take precautionary m easures. 
In the earthquake last 
Saturday, 23 
persons 
in the cities 
of 
Nemuro and 
Kushiro w ere injured by falling furniture 
and fixtures. A dozen sm all fishing boats 
reportedly w ere sunk along the coast and 
som e 200 houses flooded.

The Soviet leader w as guest of honor 
it a fiesfa-style soiree at Nixon’s ocean- 
side estate where he w as introduced to 
the creani of California Republican polit­ 
ics, GOP donors and entertainers. 
Com edian Red Skelton went through 
the receiving lire and jokingly asked 
Brezhnev if he w ere a 
card-carrying 
Com m unist. 
“ Y es,” said Brezhnev, laughing heart­ 
ily and pumping Skelton’s hand. 
Nixon set the fashion tone by w earing 
pale gray slacks, a powder blue sports 
jacket, white shirt and blue tie tor his 
party com m en V a tin g the last day of the 
sum m it talks. Brezhnev w as also casual 
— pale «rav slacks and a darker gray 


sports jacket. 
Brezhnev treated all the guests as they 
had been old friends, but W estern m ovie 
stars Chad E verett and Chuck Connor 
caused the Kremlin leader to gesture 
w ildly in im itation of the cowboys he had 
seen in the m ovies. 
When Henry K issinger ta m e through 
the line with actress Jill St. John. Brezh­ 


nev held her hand for a while, then w at­ 
ched for an extended tim e as she walked 


aw ay. 
Brezhnev caused som e hilarity when 
he m ade a running gesture as if about to 
jum p into the pool around which guests 
w ere m ingling. 
Nixon,

drew’ him back. 
Nixon m ade much of the nam e of his 
villa by the P acific 
Ocean, 
saying

Ronald L. Ziegler, told 
reporters at a news brieiing. 


Leonid Zamyatin, spokesm an for the 
Soviet Com m unist party leader, said on 
B rezhn ev's behalf that the antiw ar ac­ 
cord w as “ toe of the most significant 


a g r e e m e n t s in contem porary inter­ 
national relations.” 


Shortly before Nixon and Brezhnev be­ 
gan their final negotiations a t the Presi­ 
d ent’s seaside villa, their aides in Wash­ 
ington signed a pact expanding co m m er­ 
cial air traffic betw een the two countries 
— the ninth ag reem en t to em erg e from 
the sum m it. 


Later, the two leaders joined a group 
of

at 
poolside to give the stocky 66-year-old 
Soviet leader a taste of A m erican hospi­ 
tality in the West Coast m an n er.

Convicts lure prison 
guards to their death 


FLORENCE, Ariz. (U P I) — C onvicts 
at the Arizona State Prison lured two 
guards into their cellblock by setting a 
m attress 
afire 
and 
stabbed 
them 
to 
death in an assault that prison officials 
said Saturday appeared to be without 


m otive. 
“ I w'as not a case of taking hostages 
and bargaining,” said Ac ting Prison Di­ 
rector Bud G om es. “ It w as an assault 
carried out deliberately, wantonly and 


very viciou sly.” 
O fficials 
said 
there 
w ere 
num erous 
suspects but that the reason for the slay­ 
ings in the trouble-plagued prison re­ 


m ained a m ystery. 
G om es 
said 
the 
outbreak 
occurred 
shortly before 9 p.m . Friday in a cellb ­ 
lock that houses 200 m en. One inm ate set 
his m attress afire and attacked a guard 
who released him after com ing to fight 
the blaze with a tire hore. The prisoner 
took the guard’s keys and opened cells of 
other prisoners who attacked a second 


guard. 
The victim s w ere Dale E. M orey, 37,

The $680 million a year dog- 
food business is threatened 
with domination by a handful 
of corporations, the Federal 
T r a d e Commission (FTC) 
said Saturday in announcing 
proposed legal action to shake 
up the industry. 
The FTC issued a notice of 
intent to file a 
complaint 
against Liggett & Myers, Inc., 
the tobacco company, seeking 
to force it to divest itself of 
Perk Foods Inc., makers of 
“ 
V e t s ” and “ Perk” dog 
food. 
Liggett & Myers already 
owns Allen Products Co., ma­ 
kers of 
“ Alpo” 
dog 
food, 
which it acquired in 1964. It 
bought Perk in 1969. 
The FTC said there has 
been 
a trend toward 
con­ 
centration in the dogfood in­ 
dustry'. “ Between the years 
1964 and 1970 there were at 
least 19 mergers in the in­ 
dustry,” the FTC said. “ L & 
M has been a leading partici­ 
pant in the dog food merger 
movement.” 
The 
industry 
is so con­ 
centrated, the agency said, 
that in 1969 the four largest 
dogfood makers accounted for 
about 61 per cent of all sales, 
and the 
eight 
largest 
did 
about 80 per cent of all the 
business. 
L & M’s purchase of Perk 


in 1969 made it the second 
largest maker of dog food, ac­ 
counting for about 16 per cent 
of total dog food sales that 
year, the FTI said. 
The result, according to the 
H L , was that actual and po­ 
tential competition was elimi­ 
nated; L & M may have won 
a decisive competitive ad\an- 
tage in the industry, to the 
detriment of competition; and 


new firms trying to enter the 
market may be frozen out. 
In addition to ordering L & 
M to divest Perk, the com­ 
plaint will seek a 10-year ban 
on any other dog food in­ 
dustry acouisitions by L & M. 
The FTC also noted that L 
& M owns Liv-VSnaps. Inc., 
a m a n u f a c t u r e r of dog

Read an article recently about how professional sports fran­ 
chises provide tax shelters for club owners. It was so dull that 


1 dozed off in the third paragraph, but one little phrase caught 


my eye and my imagnation: “player depreciation.” 


Robert Carlson, commissioner of the American Basketball 


Association, explaind that the rich men who buy pro football, 


basketball, baseball and hockey teams (Has anyone ever 
bought the Davis Cup team?) use the money-losing franchise 


to off-set their other business profits, the ones that enabled 


them to buy the team in the first place. The rich get richer and 


the poor strike out. 


Many owners actually own little besides their players, plus a 


lot of dirty athletic socks and damp towels. Under the tax 
laws players are depreciable, Carlson says, much as plant and 
equipment are depreciable for an ordinary business. Athletes 
are the only humans depreciable under tax laws. 


Howr do you measure the depreciation on an athlete? Is it a 
simple five-year across-the-board write-off for everybody from 
the superstars to the stadium organist, or do some pieces of 
this human plant equipment deteriorate faster than others? 


Willie Mays, now, on $100,000 salary. Past his prime and 
ailing but you can’t write him off. Does his market value dip 
•more sharply than say, Ron Cey, the Dodgers’ fuzzy-cheek 
fence-buster? What did Bobby Valentine’s broken leg do to 
Gene Autry’s depreciation chart? 


I presume that the tax program includes visits from the as­ 
sessor, those little old ladies who come in from time to time to 
sneer at your furniture. Do they sit in box seats and jot 
on Jerry West’s gimpy leg or scribble that Roland Gabriel is 
still throwing poorly but isn’t he cute? and that Bobby Murcer 
isn’t hitting up to his capability? Catch Hank Aaron on an 
average day—it would hardly be fair to depreciate him at a . 
Just appreciate him. 


What bugs me (sorry) is that athletes are the only wage slaves 
who are depreciable under tax laws. Most guys in other walks, 
or ruts of life are depreciating a lot faster than the boys with 
the $75,000 income, a three-hour day and a six-month vacation. 


Whv can’t a newspaper depreciate a middle-aged, paunchy 
columnist in bifocals? I have trouble reading telephone books 
and I am not good on remembering names, not as good as I was 
-when I bounded out of journalism school afire to set the world 
afire. I still type with two fingers, and cne of them has been 
depreciating—or deteriorating—lately. I think a newspaper 
publisher and other business execs should be permitted to 
depreciate their human stock just as sports club owners do. 


I just hope they don’t write me off completely.

There are several ways to 
see and enjoy the Delta, but 
none better than by house­ 
boat—a mode of recreational 
travel that has become sy- 
nommous with this lush re­ 
gion. 
More than a dozen house­ 
boat marinas exist in the Del­ 
ta. renting craft ranging from 
the traditional pontoon models 
to more luxurious, high-speed 
planing cruisers. 


Lengths vary from 30 to 40 
feet 
and virtually all have 
galleys, staterooms, 
marine 
heads (which have a habit of 
occasionally malfunctioning), 
showers, ice boxes, barbeques 
and 
sleeping 
accomodations 
for from 6 to 10. 
Rentals range from rcughly 
$125 to SI 60 for a two night 
weekend, depending upon the 
boat and season, and up to 
$450 for a full week. The ren­ 
ter also pays for gas. 
“ Really it is an inexpensive 
vacation.” says Dennis Fish­ 
er, 
president 
of 
the 
Delta 
Houseboat Rental Association 
who cwns the Lazy Days Ma­ 
rina on Holland Track near 


Brentwood. 
Fisher has it figured how a 
houseboat party of eight can 
get by for $8 a person per 
day. 
“If two families go togeth­ 
er, pay $225 each in rent, $25 
for gas, another $50 for food 
and 
miscellaneous, 
they’re 
going to get out for a $300 
week’s vacation and go first 
cabin,” he says. 
Fisher invested 
in luxury 
houseboats, putting in a small 
fleet of $20,000 34-foot planing 
craft. 
“ Renters 
take better 
care of equipment when its 
quality,” he says. “They’re 
proud of it, treat it like it’s 
their own—like it’s actually 
their $20,000 houseboat.” 


Piloting a seven ton house­ 
boat can be tricky in the Del­ 
ta, with its currents, winds, 
tides and sand bars. 


It is not uncommon for an 
amateur houseboater to ram 
his vessel into a dock, wedge 
it under a bridge, get stuck 
on a beach at low tide or 
drag his anchor across ano­ 
ther line. But aside from the 
embarrassment, 
these 
are 
m o s t l y harmless inconve­ 
niences that 
can 
be easily 
prevented by common sense 
and a little experience. 


“We 
don’t 
actually 
have 
many a c c i d e n t s with 
houseboats. They don’t move 
fast enough for one thing,” 
says Rick Ricksecker, state 
manager 
of 
boating 
safety 
and regulations. 
A slow, leisurely cruise, oc­ 
casionally tying to a cotton­ 
wood tree to fish for stripers, 
bhek bass or catfish, is the 


most relaxing method anyway 


of enjoying such unique Delta 


havens as The Meadows, Los 
Lake, Five Fingers and dis­ 
tinctively-named sloughs like 
Steamboat, Potato, Hog, Sand 
Mound, Rock, (ieorgiana and

BALI, Indonesia (UPI) — 
Mention Bali and chances are 
that many Americans will 
visualize a 
tropical 
island 
p a r a d i s e of palm-fringed 
beaches kissed by crystal- 
clear blue seas and of beauti­ 
ful doe-eyed women with bare 
breasts. 
Well, I don’t want to be a 
spoil sport but that picture 
will have to be changed. 
The palms, beaches and 
seas are there and the women 
of Bali are beautiful but, with 
the exception of some of the 
more elderly who ignore a 
government-decreed ban 
on 
what was deemed such as un­ 
civilized 
practice 
they 
no 
longer appear in public with 
bare bosoms. 
Our guide said some of the 
younger women still go bare 
above the waist inside the 
privacy of family community 
compounds or in the more 
isolated villages but cover up 
when strangers appear.

“During the six weeks we have han­ 
dled them, we have sold 
two,” an- 
n o u n c e d Pete Johnston, 
codealer. 
“ There have been many people, how­ 
ever, who expressed interest.” 


The vehicles, registered as bicycles, 
sell for $379 each, plus $19 for sales tax. 
financing is available. 


“Payments are $38.50 a month, with no 
down payment required/* he uaid. Each 
PPV has a one-year guarantee. 


Buyers may also purchase such acces­ 
sories as horns, bells, lights, mirrors and 
locking chains. 
The PPVs do 
come 
equipped with reflectors on the rear, 
sides and front. 
Vehicle colors range from deep forest 
green and royal space blue to polar sun 
yellow and midnight black. 


The seats have automotive type adjust­ 
ments to “fit everyone” while heavy 
duty drum brakes are operated by levers 
mounted on the steering wheels. Steering 
is done by aircraft styled handlebars. 
“Only the normal, basic, maintenance 
is required.” said Johnston. “This in­ 
cludes oiling the chains and sprockets.” 
1 he Chevrolet dealer sawr the PPVs 
advertised in a trade journal and decided 
to sell them. “People are becoming more 
and more interested in ecology and also 
physical fitness,” he explained. 
“We saw this as an alternate mode of 
transportation.” 


Johnston said the PPVs are ideal for 
older people who reside in mobile home 
parks. 


“They have room to carry groceries or 
the laundry, and they are more comfor­ 
table to ride than bicycles,” he said. 
Operators aren’t required to have dri­ 
ver’s license. 
What about a trade-in? “Sure I’ll take 
a bicycle, quipped Johnston. “I need 
one.”

MeG's low profile 
on Watergate case 


Sen. George McGovern’s reasoning for not speak­ 
ing out more forcefully on the Watergate issue is 
that to do so would give it a partisan flavor it 
should not have. 
He has been nearly silent in recent months, 
though as 1972 Democratic presidential nominee he 
called President Nixon's regime the “most corrupt 
in history.” At that time, largely unnamed sources 
were just beginning to make links between the 
White House and the Watergate break-in and bug­ 
ging. 
Today McGovern suggests that his “I told you so 
would not add but indeed might tend to subtract 
from the impact of the seemingly endless tale of 
Watergate. 
He says the case against administration figures 
gets proper nonpartisan force from the inquiries and 
comments of such Republicans as Ervin committee 
Sens. Howard Baker of Tennessee and Lowell Wei- 
cker of Connecticut, and the well-known Sen. Barry 
Goldwater of Arizona. 
It is just possible, however, that another factor 
lies behind McGovern’s declared reluctance to 
plunge heavily into the Watergate debate. 
To do so would embroil him fairly steadily in the 
country’s hottest national controversy. Most likely it 
would mean splashing his face across television 
screens much as if the 1972 campaign were still on. 
And that is just what George McGovern does not 
need right now. 
He believes that he faces a difficult battle for 
reelection as senator from South Dakota in 1974. He 
lost the state to Mr. Nixon last fall. He is convinced 
that his hard two-year campaign for the presidency 
gave many South Dakotans a feeling of neglect, a 
feeling he had deserted them for the national scene. 
So. as he sees it, McGovern’s No. 1 task these 
days is to persuade South Dakota voters that he 
cares. Winning in that strongly Republican state is 
never easy for a Democrat. LLs present situation is 
worse than usual. 
\ 
Plainly, he doesn’t consider Jiimself barred from 
discussing national issues generally. His self-per­ 
ceived necessity is to choose carefully, stressing 
economic and other problems which impinge most 
directly upon his home-state constituency. Water­ 
gate seems to interest nearly everybody, but it’s 
Broadway-style stuff and what McGovern needs is a 
good local road show. 
McGovern’s home-state troubles consume him so 
thoroughly that he shows little of the evangelical 
fire which invested his presidential campaigning. 
Though he obviously feels as strongly about Water­ 
gate as ever, he won’t discuss possible impeach­ 
ment proceedings against the President, or even 
call for his resignation as such Democrats as Wis­ 
consin’s Gov. Patrick Lueey have done. 
The most McGovern will say, and this quietly, is 
that Mr. Nixon in an orderly society should not be 
beyond the reach of the law if he is guilty of either 
participation in or prior knowledge of the Watergate 
affair, or later cover-up. Not to pay for such guilt, 
the senator argues, would be worse than any |X)s- 
sible paralysis from drawn-out impeachment pro­ 
ceedings. 


Cost of delay 


The growing awareness of our pressing need to 
preserve and enhance our environment is a most 
encouraging development. Also costly 
The cost, of course, is one we can and must 
pay, but some of it should be avoidable. Especially 
onerous is that part of it caused by the delays 
stemming from the more ideological elements in the 
environmental movement. 
An illustration of such delay cost was given 
recently by John F. Roberts, Pacific Gas and Elec­ 
tric Company vice president for rates and valuation. 
Roberts pointed out that the costs of constructing 
the nuclear power plant at Diablo canyon in San 
Luis Obispo County Iras “gone up enormously due 
to delays.” 
Construction work and materials costs are in­ 
creasing rapidly, he said, anti that inflationary in­ 
fluence is abetted by changing laws that require 
additional work to meet various new environmental 
specifications, among other things. Further, Roberts 
said, completion of the first Diablo unit could save 
tremendous amounts of fuel, “as much as G4 billion 
cubic feet of gas a year, or an equivalent amount of 
expensive low-sulphur fuel,” a tremendous savings 
potential. 
Hopefully, as the environmnetal movement gains 
in organization and effectiveness and the eco-ao 
tivsts fade away, many extraneous costs will be 
eliminated. Wc can use the money other places.

Horse racing sickened by payoffs 


WASHINGTON 
- 
A 
confidential 
House Crime Committee Report has 
found that horse racing is a sick in­ 
dustry afflicted with political payoffs, 
fixed races and infestations of Mafia 
men and money that make the $2 bet­ 
tor an inevitable also-ran. 


So controversial is the 183-page vol­ 
ume of abuses in the Sport of Kings 
that some committee members doubt it 
will be released publicly. We have ob­ 
tained a copy intended only for se­ 
lected congressmen. 
State by state, it details how ordina­ 
ry bettors are suckered into paying off 
winning tickets for Cosa Nostra finan­ 
ciers and their touts at the track. 


“ We have determined that inade­ 
quate security at many thoroughbred 
tracks and harness raceways has led 
to race fixing which threatens not only 
the integrity of the state in which the 
sport is sanctioned, but that of the in­ 
dustry itself.’’ asserts the document. 


Dishonest jockey 


“ This 
committee 
has 
heard 
of 
schemes as simple in design as that ot 
a dishonest jockey hoping an electrical 
charge applied to his mount will put 
him into the winner’s circle. We have 
also heard of elaborate conspiracies in 
which an entire race was effectively 
tied up 
by 
knocking 
out 
half the 
field . . . with drugs.” 
The racing industry, says the report, 
has refused to face its problems “due 
to misguided desire to protect 
the 
image of the sport.”

In track after track, hypodermic sy­ 
ringes were used to “hype” up horses 
to win, or to “ pacify” them with a 
drug called 
acepromazine 
to make 
them lose. The committee found 12 
states where high-class •‘ringers” using 
the phony credentials of “nags” were 
entered in third class races. The “ ring­ 
ers," of course, ran away with their 
races, and the fixers ran away with 
the money. 
As unsavory a group of Mafia men 
as ever attended a crime conference 
was found in racing. Among Cosa Nos­ 
tra blue bloods in racing were Ray­ 
mond Patriarcha of New England, the 
Gallo family and Thomas Lucchese of 
New York, Anthony Zerilli of Detroit 
and Carlos Marcello of New Orleans. 


Legal devices 


Their ownership of tracks, however, 
has been hidden behind “nominees” 
and “ straws.” legal devices for hiding 
investments. The committee study ob­ 
serves tartly that “ most state licensing 
p r o c e d u r e s are so perfunctory 
that . . , hidden ownership is a likeli­ 
hood.” 
Because there is so much money in 
horse racing, payoffs to politicians for 
licenses are “ a normal cost of doing 
business,” the commute study says. 
In Louisiana, as one example. Rac­ 
ing Chairman Albert Stall was ap­ 
pointed shortly after he admitted publi­ 
cly that he placed bets with bookma 
kers. “ Such an admission in itself 
should 
be 
grounds 
for 
removal,” 
charges the study. 


In Illinois, “ the greatest scandal in 
racing in recent years occurred (when) 
a governor, chairman of the racing 
board and other state officials secured 
undisclosed stock ownership in a rac­ 
ing association in violation of state sta­ 
tute.” 


$100,000 payoff 


In New York, a race track con­ 
cessionaire made a $100,000 payoff to 
Newr York State Republican Chairman 
Judson Morhouse, the study says. Mor- 
house reportedly turned back the mo­ 
ney on orders of New York Gov. 
Nelson Rockefeller, the report goes on. 


Other payoffs, fixes and assorted 
scandals are reported in Arkansas, 
Arizona, 
Hawaii, 
California, 
Mich­ 
igan, New Hampshire, Rhode Island, 
Massachusetts, 
Pennsylvania, 
Dela­ 
ware, Florida and New Jersey. 


To stem some of the abuses the re­ 
port recommends these federal action: 
— A $10,000 fine and 20 years in jail 
tor anyone who tampers with the outc­ 
ome of a race. 


Drug l ine 


— A $10,000 fine and 10 years in pri­ 
son for anyone at race tracks possess­ 
ing drugs or mechanical or electrical 
goads for speeding up or slowing down 
horses. 
— Similar punishment for anyone 
oncealing or falsifying the ownership 
or the pedigrees of horses. 
— The same penalty for anyone try- 
ing to “muscle” jockeys or others into 
fixing races. 


Why Supreme Court blocked busing 


The big news of the past month was 
obscured by the “ Watergate coverup.” 
Of genuine significance, thou, h almost 
unnoticed except in cities immediately 
concerned, was the Richmond decision 
by the Supreme Court. 
The decision that schoolchildren need 
not be bused back and forth between 
cities and suburbs for the purpose ot 
race mixing. How that changes things! 
It has been 18 years since the Su­ 
preme Court ordered desegregation of 
public schools. During those years, 
though many schools were desegre­ 
gated, many more were resegregated 
by choice, by geography or by substi­ 
tuting private for public facilities. 
Elsewhere, the busing of children to 
achieve racial balance is resented ev­ 
erywhere and resisted almost every­ 
where. President Nixon had promised 


to guide through Congress legislation 
which would 
remove school 
busing 
from federal court jurisdiction and 
leave it up to local option —■ but Presi­ 
dent Nixon has been otherwise preoccu­ 
pied recently. 
Antibusing 
congressmen 
sought 
a 
constitutional amendment banning bus­ 
ing — but the Senate Judiciary Com­ 
mittee also has been otherwise preoc­ 
cupied. 
So, meanwhile, in Richmond, Va., a

said no. As history turns this page, let 
it record that the big push in many big 
cities to ¡'bsurb suburban schools was 
le s. ethnic than economic. When white 
students moved out of town, so did 
their parents’ taxes. Let us not remem­ 
ber that motivation for anything more 
noble than it was. 
Most immediately affected by the 
Richmond decision are Detroit 
and 
Memphis, Chattanooga

Denver. 
But the ultimate impact is nationwide 
and appears io reflect a“ new Supreme 
Court ” The “ new Supreme Court” is 
neithei turning back the clock nor 
stopping it. 
The “new Supreme Court” appears 
intent on 1 admg to a higher plane of 
soc ial justice where the law is — as it 
should be — utterly colorblind.

OUR MAN IN WASHINGTON 
Plenty of water— 
but net to waste

WASHINGTON — American is a land of shortages: gasoline, 
clean air, 59-cents-a-pound hamburger, government credibility. 
These, and more, are added daily to the nation’s endangered 
commodities list. 
But government reports continue strong — they are in no 
danger of being caught in the shortage crunch. And some­ 
times, like the late st report issued by the National Water Com­ 
mission, they have something to say worth hearing. 
If we don’t pay attention to at least some of the advice 
contained in this report, we might be able to some day add 
good w ater to the vanishing breed list. 
The Water Commission report, culminating more than four 
years of effort, suggests a major overhaul of national water 
policies and programs is overdue. 
Bascially, the commission indicates there is plenty of water 
for essential needs, but not enough to waste. The commission 
says water is like any other natural resource—although more 
vital than most—and should be better planned as regards use 
and distribution. 
I he commi »ion also strikes at the accepted concept of fed­ 
eral development of w ater supplies which are identifiablv 
benefiting segments of business and industry. 
Taxpayers subsidize water cost 
According to the commission, taxpayers have long enough 
subsidized the cost of providing necessary water supplies for 
the protit of business. Considering w ater a major economic 
resource, the commission says those receiving an economic 
return on eater usage should be prepared to pay full costs of 
services. 
Admittedlv, commission recommendation on cost-sharing for 
water supplies are among the most controversial parts of the 
report. Part of those recommendations are aimed at reimburs­ 
ing the government for years of water improvements through­ 
out the country. 
SpenLcially, the commission says the cost of operation and 
maintenance of exisiting inland naviagation systems should be 
borne by users, much as is already done by truckers on the 
federal highway facilities. 
Also, the commission says any future development of inland 
navigation systems should be paid in full by directly identi­ 
fiable beneficiaries. 
The commission wants to take the U.S. government out of 
the irrigation development business in the 17 Western States, 
as provided in the federal reclamation lavs. 
federal projects counter-productive 
The West is already won, says the commission. And with 
more than three-fourths of the irrigated land developed with­ 
out federal subsidy, the government should cease providing 
interest-free money. The commission further contends that Fe­ 
deral irrigation project* are counter-productive because they 
have contributed to crop surpluses. 
On pollution, the commission rejects the zero discharge goal 
of the 1972 amendments to the Federal Water Pollution Control 
Act as unattainable. Instead, the commission feels achieve 
ment by 1983 of the water quality standards set by the Water 
Quality Act of 1965 is more realistic and would be less expen­ 
sive. 
Most important of all its many recommendations, the com­ 
mission pinpoints planning water resources as the key to en­ 
suring sufficient quantity and quality for future years. 
We are already at the upper demand limits for available 
supplies, warns the commission. That warning is not too late, 
but it will be if we don’t listen.

W itches persecuted 


Miss Nesnick, 26. becam e 
interested 
in 
w itchcraft 
in 
1964 when she w as a college 
freshm an, 
and 
was 
draw n 
into the practice by a profes­ 
sor who also happened to be 
a witch. 


“ At this point m y whole iite 
is devot d to w itchcraft,” she 
said, aiding that she has a 


Ph.D. in psychology. 


Voodoo and Satanism have 
no place in w itchcraft, she ex- 
p l a i n e d , but people have 
wrong ideas about w itchcraft 
because 
they 
were 
m isin­ 
formed hv the religions that 
have succeeded the old belief 
in mos* places. Witches, she 
added, w ere persecuted 
by 
Christians 
determ ined 
to

church.” 


She does not w ear the black

Witches call their religion 
Wicca, from the Anglo Saxon

They practice a rite sim ilar 
in form to baptism in which 
infants are accepted into the 
faith. It’s called “ W iccaning.”

The three start complaining

As the changes occur, Pia­ 
get has the three breathe into 
the analyzer so they’ll know 
what level they are on. In the 
early going two of the men 
w ere way wide of the mark 
but they gradually got much 
closer. 


The men all 
say they’ve 
noted changes in drinking ha­ 
bits since taking the course, 
alm ost com pleted when this 
session w as held. 


But technicians working in 
the program admitted it re­ 
quired “ a lot of faith and sin­ 
cerity on the part of the stu­ 
dent.”

Before departing on summ er vacations, 


residents should consider the safety of 
their homes. Are they being watched by 


a neighbor, the police or a burglar? 


Because of the increasing rate of resi- 
dental burglaries, the Pomona Police 
Department, with the cooperation of the 
Pomona Water Department, has mailed 
brochures 
to 
22,000 
w ater customers 
seeking their help in combating crim es 
of this type. 


In the first five months of 1973, the 
number of residential burglaries in the 
area has increased 55 per cent over the 
same period in the previous year. 


Each householder can help the police 
protect his property from theft by prac­ 
ticing basic steps to provide at least 
minimum security. While this should be 
done daily, it is especially crucial during 
vacation and holiday times while homes 
are empty for extended periods. 


Minimum security means preventing 
the entrance of a burglar through any 
door or window except by destructive 
force. Few burglars will smash glass 
because of the noise. 


Begin home security check with the 
front door. Include all doors and win­ 
dows and the yard, fence, gates and ga­ 
rage. Shrubbery should never block the 
view of a front door. This allows an in­ 
truder the chance to gain entrance in 
privacy. 


Residents are encouraged to watch the 
homes of their neighbors and report any 
suspicious persons or activities to the 
local police department. 
When one leaves on a vacation, Lt. 
Vernon Weigand, public relation officer 
for the Pomona Police Department, sug­ 
gests notifying the departm ent of depar­ 
ture tim e and anticipated return date. 


Others guides to follow before pulling 
the car from the driveway are to be sure 
iO cancel all daily deliveries and dis­ 
continue the newspaper (or arrange to 
have it forwarded). 
Leave a lamp or two connected to an 
automatic tim er so that lights turn on at 
dusk and turn off again at bedtime to 
create a lived-in look while one is gone. 
Notify a neighbor as to departure and 
return dates and leave a vacation ad­ 
dress and phone number with him. 
Shades and blinds should be left in 
their normal position and not be entirely 
closed. Arrange to have the lawn wa­ 
tered and cut and the leaves or litter 
which may gather removed. 
Be sure that mail is ejther held by the 
post office or collected daily by a neigh­ 
bor or friend. Place valuables in a safety 
deposit box before leaving town. 


All exterior doors should be equipped 
with deadlock mechanism 
type 
locks 
with one-inch throw bolts, according to 
Lt. Weigand. 
Local hardware stores have a selection 
of approved locks and police depart­ 
ments will offer suggestions for suitable 
types. 


Many residents are installing burglar 
alarm systems, according to Lt. Wei­ 
gand. With greatly improved techniques 
of engineering, these alarm systems can 
provided superior protection. For as low 
as $250, a system can be installed in the 
average home. One even is battery oper­ 
ated, in case the electricity is disrupted. 


The police department suggests that 
residents investigate several systems and 
deal with reliable companies. 


Another consideration for vacationers 
is the care of their pets. 


Bruce Richards of the Pomona Hu­ 
mane Society states that pets left unat­ 
tended by vacationers often die because 
of lack of care. 


There are a number of excellent ken­ 
nels ard catteries in the valley to housa 
pets while their owners are gone. If the 
pet is to be left at home, his care should 
be well planned. 


In the summer, a prime concern is 
adequate fresh water placed in a shaded 
area and freshened several times on a 
very hot day. Dogs don’t like hot water 
any more than humans, the officer points 
out. 


The Pomona Humane Society encour­ 
ages families to notify them when they 
leave a pet in the yard while on vaca­ 
tion. If the society knows who is respon­ 
sible for the pet, the officers can contact 
them if the animal causes concern in the 
neighborhood. 


Contrary to public opinion, cats are not 
able to fend for themselves. Mr. Rich­ 
ards says that most cats will play with a 
mouse rather than eat it. They ususally 
prefer freshly served commercial foods. 
The society issues a special warning to 
vacationers who take their peti with 
them to be concerned about the needs cf 
the animal. 
If a car is parked in full sun on a 
parking lot during days when the tem­ 
perature is above 85 degrees, the interior 
heat of the car can rise to 160 degrees 
within 20 minutes. While a human can 
perspire and thus adapt to such extreme 
heat, a dog’s coat prevents this and he 
can die within 20 minutes.

survive, 
breathing the superheated air causes 
permanent damage to his lungs and 
heart, warns the humane officer. 
Vacations are a time for relaxation 
and family fun. Be sure the homecoming 
is as pleasant as the departure by leav­ 
ing the home well protected.

for donations 


to cut debt

(U P I) — Gov. George C. Wal­ 


lace is using the mail to 
make a new appeal for con 
tributions to pay off his 1972 
presidential campaign debt, 
which he says already has 
been cut from $225,000 to 


$150,000. 
In a written note accom­ 
panying his latest “ The Wal­ 
lace Stand” newsletter, Wal­ 
lace said “ some of the bills 
are a year old” and "it con­ 
cerns me greatly.” He said 
they included bills for print­ 
ing, signs, travel and adver­ 
tising. 
“ These people to whom we 
owe money have been won­ 
derful,” the governor said. 
“ In some cases they have dis­ 
counted the bills,” but “ some 
of them will institute suits’ if 
they are not paid immediate- 


ly*“ Other candidates received 
large contributions of $100,000 
and $200,000,” Wallace said. 
“ Our campaign never got a 
contribution larger than $5,- 
000. 
“ That means we ran our 
c a m p a i g n on your con- 
tribuations $5, $10, $25, $50 
i and $100. It t a k e s a lot of 
I those contributions to add up

Neighborhood plan

FRESNO

Like 
many American communities, 
Fresno has a district where 
most of its black population 
lives. 
A depressing, deteriorating, 
high crime area “ across t^je 
tracks" (and the freeway), 
the district is known to local 
r e s i d e n t s as “ The West 
Side.” 
A year-long study of West 
Fresno’s problems 
and 
its 
prospects 
for 
regeneration 
has just been completed un­ 
der the direction of the city 
planning and inspection de­ 
partment, and a unique neigh­ 
borhood plan was proposed to 
revitalize the area. 
F i n a n c e d by a federal 
grant, a team of specialists 
came up with a plan for West 
Fresno 
redevelopment, 
and 
the 
results of 
their effort 
were recently presented to 
the 
City 
Council 
and 
the 
planning commission in the 
form of a 159-page report. 
The study details the histo­ 
rical problems of the area 
and candidly admits that the 
fragmented onslaught of fed­ 
eral and state programs dur­ 
ing the 1960s, the “ War on 
Poverty” , was not nearly as 
s u c c e s s f u l as many had 
hoped. 
More optimistic is the plan 
proposed in the report. Cen­ 
tered on the idea of “ organic 
community” , the plan calls 
for the West Fresno district 
to be divided into 11 distinct 
neighborhoods. 
‘ ‘ W e s t Fresno’s eleven 
neighborhoods will typically 
have about 4,500 or 5,000 
people.” The report states. 
“ Each will be of a size to as­ 
sure that every home will be 
no more than a 
10-minute 
walk from the neighborhood

six minutes. The center will 
usually consist of a small 
park, elementary school and 
neighborhood 
facilities. 
All 
will be organized around a 
small, comfortable plaza.” 
A multi-purpose center will 
be located in the middle of 
the district where a high 
school, medical, shopping and 
o t h e r community facilities 
will be located in a plaza-like 
arrangement. 
The plan also calls f or 
small mini-governments for 
each neighborhood to encour­ 
age citizen involvement in the 
life of the community. 
One of the more dramatic 
proposals in the plan calls for 
a personal rapid transit sys­ 
tem to be developed over the 
next decade. Already in oper- I 
a t i o n in some American 
cities, the monorail type sys- , 
tem would eventually cover j 
the entire Fresno metropoli­ 
tan area. On the initial sys- | 
tem of 15-20 miles in length, 
the rubber-tired vehicles strad­ 
dling a central guiderail would 
have a capacity of 3,009-10,000 
passengers per hour per guide­ 
way and be fully automated re­ 
quiring neither conductors nor 
station attendants. 
Auto critic and author Ken­ 
neth Schneider, who partici­ 
pated in the West Fresno stu­ 
dy and devised the trans­ 
portation plan, says such a 
system would be tar cheaper 
than the present freeway sys­ 
tem 
being 
constructed 
in 
Fresno and inflict far less 
damage on the local environ­ 
ment. 
Schneider says such a sys­ 
tem could be built now but 
will probably take years, be­ 
cause of the necessity of mak­ 
ing local officials aware of an 
interested in the potential of 
rapid transit and then con­ 
ducting feasibility studies and 
appropriating money for con­ 
struction. 
The plan also calls for de­ 
cent housing for all area resi­ 
dents, 
ample 
job 
opportu­ 
nities, economic and indust­ 
rial development for the dis­ 
trict, all factors which should 
help the revival of the nearby 
decaying central business dis­ 
trict. 
What will become of the re­ 
port is uncertain. The report 
itself notes that earlier West 
Fresno redevelopment plans 
promulgated in the 1950s and 
1960s remain far from fi­ 
nished.

Glistrup shot back. “ We shall 
invest exactly 81.30 kroner

c a l l e r s ’We have capitu­ 
lated.’” 
There was laughter as the 
meeting broke up. On the way 
out, a spectator turned to his 
neighbor and. pointing a fing­ 
er at 
his forehead, 
said, 
“ He’s crazy. 1 haven’t seen a 
bigger circus since childhood, 
but again Glistrup has so­ 
mething.” 
End income tax 
Glistrup, 47, a millionaire 
lawyer, founded his Progre­ 
ssive party last August, atter 
being thrown out 
of 
Den­ 
mark’s Conservative 
party. 
His proposals include elimina­ 
tion of all taxes on incomes 
under $9.000, a temporary’ flat 
50 per cent tax on all incomes 
over 9,000, and abolishing 
the income tax entirely in 
1979. 
“ We’ll toss for the premier­ 
ship because someone has to 
be a figurehead,” Glistrup 
said. 
Glistrup proposes to dose 
ail Danish embassies except 


the one in Brussels, head­ 
quarters of the Common Mar­ 
ket. The army would go, sub­

Ago is a question of mind 
over matter to the spry Mrs. 
Reusnow, who taught a full 
decade past normal retire­ 
ment age. 
“ If 
you 
don’t 
mind, 
it 
doesn’t matter,” she laughs. 
What was it like to teach 
more than 50 years ago? 
“ I’ve been there and 1 know 
that the ‘good o'd davs’ we­ 
ren't all that good.” she says. 
Her first job was at a one 
room schoolhouse where she 


taugh t the first eight grades. 
To get to work she drove her 
own horse and buggy and 
made $65 a month, and that 
included ianitorial duties, too. 
Her schoolhouse was so iso­ 
lated she didn’t even know 


World War 1 had ended. 
“ 1 went home after school 
and everything in town was 
closed—the whole town was in 
the streets making whoopee,” 
she remembers. 
“ And I missed it all. I ne­ 
ver quite forgave that little 
school for spoiling all my 
fun.” 
Later Mrs. Reusnow left 
Paxton, 111., for bigger things 
in Chicago. During the Depr­ 
ession, she recalls, she was 
paid with scrip from the Chi­ 
cago schools. 
After many years of teach­ 
ing at a school in a wealthy 
neighborhood, she asked tor 
and received a transfer to a 
ghetto school. 


“ The children were lovely 
and loved to learn.” she said. 
She remembers vividly, how­ 
ever, one incident in which 
she had to disarm a pistol- 
brandishing coed. 
“ Foolish me, the gun was 
loaded to the hilt,” .she said. 
“ The poor child was later de­ 
clared insane, but 1 knew she 
liked me and I didn’t think 
she’d shoot me.” 
Mrs. Reusnow has specia­ 
lized in teaching young chil­ 
dren how to read using the 
phonics system. She wrote a 
book on the system, 
“ The 
Magic Road of Sounds,” and 
it is still widely used in ele­ 
mentary schools. 
Fow do today’s 
children 


compare with her earlier stu­ 
dents? 
Youngsters are brighter and 
m o r e mature, 
says 
Mrs. 
Reusnow, a condition she at­ 
tributes to television. She has 
mixed feelings about IV, she 
says, because she thinks it 
keeps students from reacting 
books. 
Despite changes in her stu­ 
dents, Mrs. Reusnow says she 
has tried to maintain her re­ 
putation as a “ mean teach­ 
er,” frowning at youngsters 
in the early weeks of school 
to remind them who’s boss. 
“ I believe in structure and 
discipline,” she says. "M y 
children leave cla^s knowing 
how to read, write and be­ 
have.”

LOS A N G ELES — Third baseman Ken 
McMullen finally got his chance Satur­ 
day night to prove that the Los Angeles 
Dodgers weren’t too generous in that 
famous winter trade with the cross-two 
California Angels.

McMullen made the most of his oppor­ 
tunity Saturday when Cey was forced to 
leave in the fifth inning of the second 
game because of pulled muscles suffered 
on a throw after a spectacular fielding 
play. 


In a 1-1 deadlock in the bottom of the 
sixth, McMullen slammed Tom Hall's 
first pitch into the left field pavilion for 
a three-run homer to spark the Dodgers 
to a 5-1 second-game victory to gain a 
split for the night. 
The Cincinnati Reds took a 4-1 win in 
the first game as Fred Norman came 
within one out of pitching his third con­ 
secutive shutout for the Reds since join­ 
ing them from San Diego. Ironically, Cey 
spoiled the shutout by ripping his ninth 
homer of the campaign into the left field 
seats. 
It was McMullen’s first hit since his 
last starting assignment back on April 10 
in Houston and first homer since he con­ 
nected for the Angels last August 13 at 
Minnesota. However, McMullen has had 
only four at-bats in pinch-hitting roles 
since Cey took over on April 11. 
The three runs was all Tommy John 
needed to beat the Reds as he pitched a 


neat three-hitter for his seventh victory 
in 10 decisions. He retired the final 11 
batters in a row in earning only his sec­ 
ond complete game of the season. 
In fact, Cincinnati only managed to get 
on base in the fifth and sixth frames as 
John retired the first 12 batters in a row 
in an impressive performance.

The Pomona pools at Ganesha and Washington Parks open 
their gates from I p.m. until 5 p.m. during the week and from 
12:30 to 3:30 p.m. on Saturdays. The Sunday operation is front 
12 neon until 6 p.m. 
F.vening'swimming doesn’t begin until July. Usually in June 
the drop in nighttime temperatures is such that it doesn’t 
warrant 
opening of the noois. The sudden rise in tempera­ 
ture1: this season has caught the budget makers by surprise. 
Some youngsters are getting a jump on their friends and 
taking the swimming classes in the morning. The Pomona 
Park and Recreation Departments pool manager Gordon Tay­ 
lor reports that class attendance jumped way up last Wednes­ 
day. He expects a large enrollment tomorrow. 
Classes begin at 9:30 a.m. at both plunges. A complete lis­ 
ting of types of instruction and the time is available at the 
pool sites. 
Swim Club Beats Them All 
If you happen to drive by the Washington Park pool around 
6:30 a.m. you max' be surprised to see about 10 people taking 
an early morning dip. This would be the Pomona Swim Team 
working out for an upcoming meet. 
Coaches Paula Smith and Craig Houghton put their troups 
through workouts every morning between 6:30 and 8 a.m. Di­ 
vers get a break in the schedule, they start practice at 6:43 
a.m. 
The swim team is open to boys and girls betv'een the ages 
of five and 17 years of age. They pay a fee of six dollars for 
the program that includes six dual meets plus league finals. 
An added plus is all that free early A.M. swimming. 
Paula, a former Ganesha High grad, now attending the Uni­ 
versity of Montana, is in her second season of coaching. Craig, 
a student at the University of California at Satna Cruz, is in 
his initial season with Pomona. 
“ We could use more swimmers,” says Paula, “ especially in 
the five to 10 category, although any age is needed.” 
The requirements are simple. The five to eight year olds 
need to be able to swimthewidth of the pool. The more ability 
the better for anyone older. 
Pomona participates in a league with Upland, Chaffey. Cal 
Poly, Alta Loma, Montclair, and Chino. They open dual meet 
action this coming Saturday against Cal Poly. The time and 
location hadn’t been agreed upon at this writing. 
Houghton points out, "Pomona is the only team in the 
league that doesn’t have a year round program.” 
Despite tat fact, the local squad will be starting their 10th 
season. Former pool manager Bud Shearer and the present 
one, Taylor, began the team in 1963. It started slow and then 
blossomed in 1966. 
“ Swimming requires a great mental attitude,” says Hough­ 
ton, “ it takes a lot to get up and go out to the early workouts. 
I have found that those who are willing to work hard will find 
success in the end,” he concluded. 
Recreation Notes: Pool instructor Karen Kelly is offering 
special classes in Synchronized Swimming and Swim & Trim. 
Details are available at either pool. The Pomona Depart­ 
ment has a trip to Huntington Beach on July 6th for those 13 
to 19 years old.

Dalton can t win flag by himself 


LOS ANGELES (U PI) - 
Harry Dalton is cominced he 
can’t win a pennant by him­ 
self.

“ From a building process, I 
don’t think it can be done 
quickly. 
“ We’re 
a 
contender 
but 
we’re not yet a champion. If 
we’re a champion at the end 
of the year, I ’ll have to re­ 
view that.” 
Dalton cited an example to 
back up his premise. 
“ At 
Baltimore, 
the farm 
system built the club to the 
point where it was a con­ 
tender in 1965 and then the 
Frank Robinson trade trans­ 


formed the club overnight 
from a contender to a cham­ 
pionship team. 
“ But without the production 
of the farm system, the Rob­ 
inson 
trade 
wouldn’t 
have 
done it.” 
The 44-year-old GM would 
like the Angels to prove him 
wrong this year, of course. 
Ana with the third month of 
the season coming to an end,

“ We can’t say we can’t do 
anything because in March 
n o b o d y thought we’d be 
where we are now,” he said.

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No-fault insurance - pros, cons

NEW YORK (U PI) - A 
new battle is brewing in Con­ 
gress to force expansion of 
no-fault automobile insurance 
protection for about 100,000 
victims of major accidents 
each year. 
The drive is being led by 
Sen. Warren Magnuson. D.- 
Wash., and Sen. Philip Hart, 
D.-Mich., Magnuson says he 
and Hart and their House al­ 
lies intend to fight to the fin­ 
ish for a national no-fault law 
that will raise sharply bene­ 
fits 
recoverable 
without 
a 
lawsuit. 
Advocates of this measure 
said they will press the fight 
at once even though the Ni­ 
xon Administration has indi­ 
cated it is content to leave 
no-fault insurance up to the 
states. 
Magnuson and Hart face 
bitter opposition from the na­ 
tion’s trial lawyers. Most of 
them say they can live with 
no-fault laws passed by 19 
states so far bur that the 
Magnuson-Hart bill would be 
unfair to accident victims by 
depriving them of the right to 
sue. That, of course, would 
drain a lot of money out of 
trial lawyers’ auto accident 
practice. 
Opposition also may devel­ 
op from some rural states 
where insurance 
rates 
are 
low because accident claims 
are relatively infrequent. It 
has been contended that a na­ 
tional no-fault law would level 
out rates and force rural mo­ 
torists to pay part of the high 
urban area accident costs. 
The 
Association of Trial 
Lawyers of America has been 
encouraged 
by 
the 
steady 
passage of state laws to hope 
that no national no-fault law* 
will be passed. Trial lawyers 
applauded June 7 the testimo­ 
ny of John W. Barnum. acting 


assistant secretary of trans­ 
portation, to the Senate Com­ 
merce Committee. 
Barnum 
indicated the Nixon Admin­ 
istration is satisfied with the 
state laws enacted so far and 
will not press for a national 
law. 
So far Michigan is the only 
state 
that 
has 
enacted 
a 
no-fault law suitable to Senator 
Magnuson. He wants a feder­ 
al law enabling every auto 
accident victim to be reim­ 
bursed without lawsuit by his 
own insurance company for 
all reasonable medical and 
rehabilitation costs, plus up to 
$1,000 a month for loss of in­ 
come up to a total of $50,000, 
plus coverage for various oth­ 
er losses. Lawsuits would be 
allowed only for extremely 
serious industries. 
Magnuson agrees that in­ 
surance companies are veer­ 
ing toward state no-fault laws 
that, if enacted in all states, 
would cover 98 per cent of all 
injury claims. But Magnuson 
contends that the real prob­ 
lem involves the other 2 per 
c e n t — t h e 100,000 major 
claims. 
He says state no-fault laws 
give only token immediate 
reimbursement to such vic­ 
tims and that, under the pre­ 
sent system, it often takes 
years to recover anything. 
Magnuson told United Press 
International many victims of 
t h e s e disastrous accidents 
can’t 
recover 
because 
the 
person who caused the acci­ 
dent hasn’t sufficient assets 
or insurance. 
“ It is a disgraceful fact,” 
Magnsuon said, “ that the av­ 
erage settlement in deaths 
growing out of auto accidents 
is only $2,000.” 
Leonard Ring of Chicago, 
first vice president of the As­ 
sociation of Trial Lawyers, 
said the Magnuson-Hart bill 
would not provide as much in 
benefits to 
major accident 
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victims as its advocates ap­ 
pear to think. Ring said the 
measure’s benefits are based 
largely on paying for loss of 
income and many accident 
v i c t i m s have no income 
loss. 
Ring also said advocates of 
the Magnuson-Hart bill fail to 
take into account how much 
protection from other insur­ 
ance, Medicare, Medicaid and 
other sources, is available to 
the majority of major acci­ 
dent victims. As for the $2,000 
average death 
benefit 
for 
auto victims, Ring said court 
aw'ards for auto deaths run 
from $30,000 to $100,000 but he 
conceded these can’t always 
be collected. 
Ring said the big question 
is whether it is fair to enact a • 
national no-fault law for the 
restricting the right of 98 per 
cent of all auto accident vic­ 
tims to sue to increase the 
no-fault protection of a rela­ 
tively small number of major 
crash victims. 
The insurance industry, di­ 
vided in the past on no-fault, 
reached some semblance of 
unity in a conference near 
Phoenix last fall. It adopted 
guidelines for state legisla 
tures that would require no­ 
fault coverage of $5,000 to 
$25,000 but would preserve the 
right to sue in all cases in 
which medical bills exceeded 
$1.000. 
No-fault already is in oper­ 
ation in 11 states and the leg­ 
islatures of eight others have 
passed no-fault laws. These 19 
states contain about one-third 
of the country’s population. 
The new laws have brought 
about immediate payment of 
personal injury claims with­ 
out regard to which driver 
caused 
the accident. They

No-fault protection is only 
part of the insurance package 
the motorist buys voluntarily 
or is required to buy. He also 
needs property and injur/ lia­

no-fault laws are largely res­ 
ponsible for the battle brew­ 
ing in Congress. The vari­ 
ations are in the amounts re­

It »o r ircsn water fish are 
reasonably tolerant of salt in 
the water, increased salinity 
rs the safest effective treat­ 
ment. At a maintained water 
temperature of 80 degrees, 
you would add two teaspoons 
of noniodized salt per gallon. 
This will usually cure the vel­ 
vet disease within seven to 
ten days. Not all fish can 
handle that much salt, how­ 
ever, and one teaspoon per 
gallon may effect a cure, 
though more slowly.

Dividend return 
ceilings relaxed

laxed its voluntary ceilings on 
dividend payments. 
It said 
the 
restrictions 
worked

hardship on the nation’s 31 
million shareholders, especial­ 
ly older persons who depend 
heavily on income trom com - 
mon stocks and other secu­ 
rities. 


The liberalized guidelines, 
announced Thursday by the 
Committee on Interest and 
Dividends 
(CID), 
are 
ex­ 
pected to snap the stock mar­ 
ket out of a tive-mhanth slump. 
The administration also ho;)eR 
they will help attract mort 
capital to Wall Street 
and 
more taxes to the T reasun 
thus bringing the federal bud­ 
get closer into balance 
Under the previom guide­ 
line, a part of the economic 
stabilization program, corpo­ 
rations were asked to limit 
the ircrea.se in dividends etch 
vear to no more than 4 per 
cent above the previous year 
Now, the C1D says com­ 
panies may choose between 
this rule and another that al­ 
lows dividend payments up tn 
the average of the payout 
ratio on the five-year periods 
1968-1972. 
As a result Of the current 
economic boom, corporation« 
as a whole have made record 
profits this year but because 
of the guidelines, stockholtsers 
haven’t been able to share 
fully in the good fortune 
The relaxed ceilings “will 
make it possible for many 
corporations to increase then 
d i v i d e n d payments 
sig­ 
nificantly this year and to a 
» t i l l greater degree next 
year,” said 
C1D Chairman 
A r t h u r 
F. 
Bums 
"This 
should be ot particular help to 
elderly individuals and wi 
how* dependent on dividend 
income.’* 
Bums, who also is chair­ 
man of the Federal Re«-me 
Board, said heftier dividends 
“ will raise tax revenues and 
thereby improve the condition 
of the federal budget.” 
According to the C1D, uv* 
rail 
dividend 
payments 
of 
U S. corporations rose onJ} 4 
per cent between 1968 and 
1972 while wages and salaries 
were going up 35 per cent in 
the same period. 
Secutiries industries spokes­ 
men have used these figures 
m arguing that the dividend 
ceiling actually discriminated 
against stockholder« in ijvoi 
of labor.

The ear 
her guideline in effect held 
dividend payments of -omc 
companies to unusually low 
levels relative to earnings.

Stewart was a small boy liv­ 
ing in Indiana, Pa., he made 
plans to go on a safari to Africa. He 
was going to go with his father, he 
said. He read everything he could find 
on the subject. He even went down to 
his father’s hardware store and picked 
out some iron bars for the cage he was 
planning to build. His father went along 
with all this good-naturedly, and even 
went so far as to get on the train with 
Jimmy. But when the train got to At­ 
lantic City, Mr. Stewart called a halt 
to the expedition. 
‘ But 1 haven’t seen Africa yet!’’ pro­ 
tested Jim. “You haven’t seen Atlantic 
City yet either!” said his father. 
So Jimmy had to be content with 
that. But he never forgot his boyhood 
dream. When he finally did make that 
long-delayed safari, 1 went with him. 
Like Jimmy, 1 too have always loved 
animals. In fact, when we first met, 1 
had a beautiful big German police dog 
named Bello, who very nearly broke up 
our romance before it got started. Jim­ 
my and I had met at dinner at the home 
of mutual friends one night, and he had 
a*.ked to escort me home.

of observation and concentration. If 
you don't keep your mind on what’s 
going on, you may not be around to try 
it again.

Front Paris: 
How to Copy the 
French Designers

F 


rench couturiers are strange 
•birds. Normally, one would 
think that the expansion 
of home-sewing activities would 
give them such nightmares that 
they would return to more 
elaborate techniques, as a mat­ 
ter of self-protection against the 
ncedlc-and-thread 
do-it-your­ 
selfers. But no, I have found all 
over Paris, in the most expen­ 
sive houses, charming and sim­ 
ple designs that even a “debu­ 
tante” in sewing can cope with 
easily. 
SUITS. Jackets are mostly 
modeled after the cardigan 
style; many of them don’t close 
in front. They cither hang loose 
straight from the neck, without 
any buttons, or are fastened 
only with a belt, bathrobe style. 
When the jackets are classic, 
they are short; some even look 
like 
the 
fitted, 
waist-length 
spencer style. Battle jackets arc 


still in fashion (some designers 
have tried to make them longer 
than the waist, but that’s a hid­ 
eous line). 
D R E S SE S . D resses are 
straight, buttoned sheaths or 
pleated shirts, their collars tied 
in a soft bow (see sketches 1 and 
2). Both are much easier to 
make than a real shirt neck. 
Of course, there is a much 
bigger 
variety 
in 
evening 
dresses. Many are pleated or 
fluid, and some are transparent. 
(Modest girls have found a way 
to cope with transparent tops; 
they simply wear beaded bras.) 
PANTS. Pants are straight 
and wide, easy for at-home 
seamstresses to copy. Many are 
even mounted with elasticized 
waistbands-and what’s simpler 
to make than that? 
B LO U SES. B louses are 
bloused, and they, too, are elas­ 
ticized at the waist. Some of 


them cover the hips (sketch 3), 
and some stop one or two inches 
from the waist, like a bolero 
(sketch 4). 
COATS. Coats are made in 
reversible cardigan style. Some 
are large with wide lapels and 
others are straight, collarless 
and belted. 
SLEEVES. Most sleeves stop 
at the elbow. But there is also a 
return to the sleeveless dress, 
which is so easy to make. One 
can sec plenty of boufTant 
sleeves with flounces coming 
from the shoulder and the inside 
of the cuff (sketch 5) or from a 
loose bracelet (sketch 6). Some 
sleeves at Ungaro are raglans 
that start from a flat collar 
around the neck (sketch 7) or 
from a square, peasant-style 
neck (sketch 8). 
BELTS. Most belts are very 
narrow. Sometimes two belts 
arc worn—the narrow one in the 


middle of the larger one (sketch 
9). At Dior, the belt becomes 
extra-wide — midriff-width—fas­ 
tened at the side or the back by 
a zipper (sketch 10). And all 
over town one sees belts that are 
nothing more than a ribbon or 
a stiffened piece of material 
with two loops tied with a string 
(sketch 11). 
DECOLLETES. Strapless is 
coming back (see sketches 12, 
13, 14, IS and 16), and the 
halter neck is not as popular as 
in the last three seasons. At 
Lanvin, where the line is very 
supple, the front of the blouse 
is gathered in a string that 
crosses in the back (sketch 17). 
COLORS. White and beige 
are the most popular, but as 
usual there’s a lot of navy, and 
some very bright tones as well 
as some pastel shades. Black is 
not very popular except on 
prints. Those are mostly florals 
or geometric patterns in art- 
deco style. 
ACCESSORIES. Hats are 
mannish felts or large simple 
straws devoid of any trimming. 
Also, short gloves are back on 
the streets. 
CONCLUSION. Fashion has 
been running so fast these last 
years that it is like a skier who 
takes a deep breath and looks at 
the scenery before plunging 
again down the slopes. Haute 
couture might soon get tired of 
its present rest and classicism 
and go back to drapes and in­ 
tricate cut. But at least for this 
year, you can be in style with 
just a little skill and some help 
from your 
sewing machine.

Drowning in paperwork? Though 
there are endless suggestions on 
how to lessen the flow, most effi­ 
ciency efforts have limited success 
because they ignore the hidden 
human reasons involved. Once you 
do understand what’s motivating 


your fellow employee’s paper out­ 
put, you may be able to give that 
person the recognition or reassur­ 
ance he’s seeking, and so reduce his 
need to put everything into writing. 
Even if you can’t alter his behavior, 
understanding it might help you 
decide which memos and reports 
require attention and which need 
only a few glances. Some reports 
from co-workers are valuable and 
necessary. In many other instances, 
people are putting their words on 
paper for a variety of reasons: to 
attract the boss’s attention; to pro­ 
tect themselves against future 
questions; to impress others with 
their competence; as a means of 
avoiding a face-to-face discussion; 
and as an opportunity to flex their 
egos and announce, ‘i ’m in charge 
of this project.” Unfortunately, 
modern duplicating machines make 
it possible for everyone to receive a 
copy of all these ego displays!

Try to Make Eating a “Pure 
Experience” 


The habit of eating at the same time 
you are carrying on another activity 
—watching TV or playing cards— 
“ triggers” your appetite whenever 
you’re in that situation again, say 
psychiatrists. “ It’s a signal,” as one 
psychiatrist explains it. “For in­ 
stance, you associate watching TV 
with eating certain foods, if you’ve 
gotten into the habit of doing both 
together. So you eat not out of 
hunger, but out of habit.” Dr. 
Leonard S. Levitz, Ph.D. at the 
Department of Psychiatry, University 
of Pennsylvania, suggests that peo­ 
ple in this bind should try to break 
such associations by thinking of 
eating as a “pure experience”—that 
is, not associated with any other 
activity. When you do break an 
eating-and-TV chain, or other 
activity-and-eating chains, you 
narrow your eating down to meal­ 
times, thereby lowering your caloric 
intake enormously.

ANSW ERS 


1. True. When a person’s brain 
is clicking, the pupils of his eyes 
grow larger. University studies 
show that “pupillary dilations 


accompany any substantial in­ 
crease in mental activity.” 
2. True—according to the find­ 
ings of a team of medical re­ 
searchers. A study was made of 
100 ulcer patients and 100 per­ 
sons without ulcers. In the in­ 
vestigation, each subject “was 
asked to frown, and the number 
of well-defined vertical furrows 
appearing on his forehead (in 
the middle area) were counted.” 
The ulcer group had roughly 
twice as many vertical creases 
in their brows as the control 
group. 
3. False. Psychological studies 
show that if you are partial to 
zany or farcical humor, this is 
an indication that you possess a 
high degree of self-reliance and 
can be counted on in a crisis 
situation. Tests showed that 
people who are lacking in self- 
reliance tend to be disturbed 
and discomfited by offbeat or 
bizarre humor. 
4. True. U.S. Army studies have 
demonstrated that physical en­ 
durance is related more to per­ 
sonality 
characteristics 
than 
physique. In an endurance test, 
subjects 
were 
instructed 
to 
“walk as long as possible at 75 
percent of their maximum walk­ 
ing speed on a treadmill.’’ All 
subjects were subsequently giv­ 
en standard personality tests. 
Findings: While walking speed 
was related to muscular fitness 
and body build, endurance- 


ability to continue walking for 
a longer period—was related 
more to personality factors. The 
investigation showed that the 
endurance-oriented individuals 
tended to share the following 
characteristics: resourcefulness, 
capability, intellectual efficien­ 
cy, ability to relate to others, 
responsibility, 
tolerance 
and 
self-confidence. 
5. True. As one authority ob­ 
serves in summing up the find­ 
ings of leading studies, one of 
the outstanding traits of persons 
with skin ailments is hostility- 
being quick to feel anger or re­ 
sentm ent— and failing to pro­ 
vide these emotions with means 
of expression. Indeed, unex­ 
pressed anger is cited as “a di­ 
rect or indirect cause of der­ 
matitis (skin inflammation).” 
6. True-according to the find­ 
ings of a university study that 
evaluated the personality char­ 
acteristics of persons who were 
heavy cigarette smokers. Psy­ 
chological tests showed that 
they tended to be bolder, more 
im pulsive, m ore excitem en t- 
seeking and more inclined to 
disregard danger than others. 
The investigators also noted 
that "the heavy smoker often 
engages in the practice as an 
extension of his personal life­ 
style, and utilizes it to deal with 
aspects of his life that may en­ 
gender tension, irrita-
